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2) ALDERMEN 
AGANST MOVE 
FOR REPEAL OF 
DAYLIGHT SAVING 


Survey Indicates Only 
Two on Board Will 
Support Measure by 
Daugherty to Be Intro- 
duced Tomorrow. 


A bill to repeal the daylight 
saving ordinance will be intro- 
duced into the Board of Alder- 
men by Alderman George N. 
Daugherty of the MTwenty-sixth 
Ward tomorrow. Support of the 
repeal measure, however, will be 
less than was the opposition to 
the bill when it was enacted last 
March 15, a canvass of board 
members by the Post-Dispatch re- 


vealed. 

Although Daugherty said he had 
10 aldermen lined up to support 
the repeal measure, the Post- 
Dispatch canvass showed that at 
least 22 members were in favor of 
keeping the daylight saving time 
ordinance. Only two board mem- 
bers in addition to Daugherty said 
they would vote for repeal. The 
daylight saving time law was 
passed originally by the board by 
a vote of 20 to 5. 

Three members of the board 
were not reached. None of the 22 
aldermen who said they favor re- 
tention of the ordinance had re- 
ceived a single letter of complaint 
against it. A few said they had 
received a minor number of tele- 
phoned complaints and complaints 
made in person. 

Daugherty said he would dntro- 
duce the repeal measure because 
of “a large number of complaints 
he had received against daylight 
saving and because of the great 
amount of confusion which the 
measure has brought about.” 

Neither Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann nor President Albert L. 
Schweitzer of the Board of Alder- 
men, whose daily mail usually 

numerous complaints on] 
varied subjects, has received a 
single letter on the matter since 
the ordinance was enacted. Neith- 
er has received any oral com- 
plaints against daylight saving, 
they told the Post-Dispatch. 

Only Three Phone Calls, 

The mail received by George W. 
Hartmann, clerk of the board, has 
failed to produce a single com- 
plaint on daylight saving since 
enactment of the bill and there 
have been but three phone calls 
on the matter, Hartmann said. 

Daugherty said, however, he had 
received about 100 complaints, 
about 30 of which were written. 
Alderman J. Ray Weinbrenner, 
who opposed .he original measure, 
said he had received no written 
complaints but had numerous tele- 
phone calls.on the subject. He 
said he was “satisfied the majority 
of the people were against day- 
light saving.” : 

The other alderman favoring re- 
peal, Joseph Slay of the Seventh 
Ward, said complaints to him were

ST.LOUIS HOUSING PROBLEM 
SHORTAGES, BLACK MARKET 
HOLDING UP HOME BUILDING 


2099 Family Units Started in First Four 
Months of 1946, With Need Estimated at 
50,000 By Aid to Mayor—High Cost of 
Materials and Labor Also a Factor. 


This is the first of a series of 
articles on the St. Louis housing 
situation, resulting from intensive 
inquiries by a staff of Post-Dispatch 
reporters,

Hopes that flourished soon after 

V-J day for a quick start in St. 
Louis on a huge postwar housing 
construction program have not 
materialized. Housing here is in 
a paradoxical state. In spite of 
the notorious shortages and black 
market in materials, which form 
the basic bottleheck, a surprising 
volume of home building has been 
started since the end of the war, 
yet this comes nowhere near meet- 
ing the demand, 8 
Building which is now under 
way, and even the considerable 
additional volume for which sites 
have been acquired, obviously will 
meet only a small fraction of the 
need. But no one has a clear idea 
of just how many thousands of 
new homes are required. 
Plenty of land is available, in 
the city and the suburbs of St. 
Louis county, with evidence that 
there has been no great inflation 
in its value, but the cost of ma- 
terials and labor has risen very 
sharply over prewar levels. For 
the type of house within the 
range of war-veteran financing, 
many compromises of design and 
specifications are necessary. 

All Have Shelter, of Sorts. 
No one lacks shelter of some 
kind, according to the Citizens’ 
Emergency Housing Committee, 
but the municipal effort to pro- 
vide 2400 improvised dwelling 
units is being pushed. The com- 
mittee’s chairman is of the opin- 
ion that the bigger civic problem 
now is to provide sufficient dwell- 
ings of attractive character, to 
overcome the bad psychological 
effect on families of doubling up 
in cramped unsatisfactory quar- 
te.s. 


almost unheard of, while | 
potential householders are finan- 
cially unable to buy homes at the 
present market and some are un- 
willing to do so. Prices of old 
houses are high. 

Labor supply for builders ap- 
pears to be fair—unions say there 
is a surplus at present, with a 
force big enough to build 10,000 
dwelling a year—but some con- 
tractors fear a shortage may de- 
velop and some assert there al- 
ready .is one. Currently most 
crafts seem to have men available. 
There is prospective idleness 
among those dependent on large- 
scale commercial construction, 
such as ironworkers, steamfitters 
and boilermakers. Under federal 
orders to help housing, additional 
commercial construction cannot 
be started, but a variéty of fac- 
tory and store jobs undertaken 
soon after the end of the war are 
still under way. 

Costs Rising Steadily. 
Costs have been soaring so 
steadily that contractors rarely 
will agree to build a house now 
for a flat price. They prefer to 
work on @ is of cost plus fixed 
rate of profit or to build specu- 
latively for themselves. Numerous 
builders and promoters are 
active in the field, establish- 
ing a keen competitive basis in 
the business. This fact, coupled 
with sales resistance of buyers 
against the high prices, should 
tend to limit profits. 

At the start of May, cost of 
building a standard six-room 
frame house in the city or sub- 
urbs was 68 per cent above the 
1939 level, using ceiling prices 
for materials. Employing black 
market materials, the increase 
is 84 per cent. The 1939 level 
was 54 per cent higher than that 
for 1913, ldst year before World 
War I;. building costs exactly 
doubled between 1913 and 1920, 
and if the same thing follows 
World War II, the 1939 cost 
level soon will be doubled. Roy 
Wenzlick, St. Louis real estate 
economist, who furnished the 
cost comparisons at legal prices, 
predicts the peak will not be 
reached until next year. 

Cost of materials for the. 
standard house have risen 46 
per cent since 1939, while cost 
of labor went up 103 per cent 
and the charges for overhead 
expense, builder’s taxes, insur- 
ance and profits increased 69 
per cent,

dwellings have been left unfin- 
ished for lack of critical items. 
Virtually all structures take far 
beyond the normal time to erect 
because of difficulties and delays 
in obtaining materials. Meanwhile, 
interest on construction loans and 
land investments runs on, 

Congress passed the housing 
bill last Monday with the chief 
idea of providing a $400,000,000 
national .fund to subsidize pro- 
duction of scarce building mater- 
lals. Outstanding cause of most 
of the scarcities, according to 
widespread complaints of the con- 
struction industry, is the price 
limitation under Office of Price 
Administration ceilings. In some 
instances application of OPA pric- 
ing policies is complained about. 
Consultation on application of the 
subsidies in various lines is al- 
ready under way at Weshington. 

Many Materials Scarce. 

Materials which are so scarce 
as to endanger the President’s 
building 2,700,000 
homes in the nation this year and 
next year were listed by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Biild- 
ers Monday. These “totally in- 
adequate” lines are: Softwood 
lumber, plywood, millwork, a 
wood flooring, gypsum board and 
lath, insulation board, asphalt 
shingles, pipe and fittings, bath- 
tubs, pine and fir doors, clay 
sewer pipe, soil pipe, warm-air 
furnaces. 

In St. Louis most of the fore- 
going items are on the scarce 
list. Other notable scarcities 
here include: Bricks, nails, 
screen wire, clay tiling, radia- 
tors and many of the common 
plumbing fixtures, Federal 
priorities for purchase of the 
‘scarce goods are commonly 
called mere “hunting licenses.” 
In contrast, builders say that 
the following materials are rea- 
sonably plentiful here: Sand, gra- 
vel and cement—which are the 
makings of concrete—and glass,

Small lumber mills that are 
shifted about the Ozarks and 
southern woods as readily as old- 
time moonshinerg used to dodge 
revenuers are the chief source of 
this black market lumber. Buy- 
ers send out their own trucles or 
employ independent truckers 
from the small towns in Missouri, 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi. Recently, the trade wag in- 
formed, the largest pine mill in 
Louisiana shut down because it 
could not operate legitimately 
under ceiling prices, 


Much of Lumber Green. 


Much of the lumber builders 
are forced to use now is green. 
When it dries out it probably will 
shrink or warp, causing more or 
less damage to structures. 

The new housing act authorizes 
the national housing expediter to 
halt or limit the export of lum- 
ber. One of the building industry’s 
complaints has been that pricing 
policies encouraged export, dis- 
couraged production for home 
use. . ; 

As lumber has grown more 
scarce, builders have turned to 
substitutes, and to omission, Steel 
sash is sought to replace mill- 
work, but steel is hard to get. 
The cheaper houses are employ- 
ing asphalt shingles instead of 
lumber for siding, that is, the 
outer walls; now, these shingles 
are becoming part of the critical 
list. Sheathing (the inner part 
of outside walls) or underflooring 
may be omitted. Laths are hard 
to get, so gypsum or composition 
boards are put up for ceilings and 
inner walls; now they are becom- 
ing scarce.

SMALL URGES 6-MONTH STRIKE BAR 


AT RIGHMOND, VA 


Airliner Plunges. Into. 
Woods Near Aij$rport 
Soon After Take-Off— 
Merchant Marines. Be- 
lieved Aboard.

RICHMOND, Va., May 16 (AP)— 
Twenty-seven persons were killed 
today in the crash of a south- 
bound chartered airliner which 


ran into trouble a few minutes 
after its take-off from Byrd Air- 
port near Richmond and plunged 
into rain-drenched pine woods in 
a vain attempt to return to the 
field. 

The twin-engine Viking airliner 
crashed in the heavy overcast 
about 1:10 a.m., plowed through 
the trees and burned on the soggy 
banks of Doran Creek, only a few 
thousand yards from the airport. 

The airliner left Newark, N. J., 
early last night for Atlanta, It put 
into Richmond and took off again 
about 12:30 a.m. in heavy weather. 
The ceiling at the airport was 
fluctuating between zero and 200 
feet and visibility was one. mile 
when it took off, 

27 Bodies Removed. 

The CAA said the plane carried 
24 passengers in addition to the 
pilot and co-pilot but 27 bodiés 
were brought out of the woods 
from the crash. and sent to five 
Richmond funeral homes. Identi- 
fication was difficult but it ap- 
peared the victims were 21 men, 
three women and three children. 

(The United Press reported the 
airliner, flying a mnonscheduled 
‘charter” run, was not under su- 
pervision of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. A ticket agency ir 
New York that handled bookings 
for the plane supplied an incom- 
plete ligt of those believed to have 
been aboard the ship, None of 
those listed were from . the - St, 
Luis’ area.) ae 

The pilot of the plane apparent- 
ly was Dell Anderson. The C.A.A. 
said the pilot reported himself as 
Anderson in contacts with its sta- 
tions and in Los Angeles the air- 
line said that if the ship was a 
Viking the pilot was Dell Ander- 
son and the co-pilot was David 
Miner, both of them of Los An- 
geles. 

Card Found in Wallet. 

An airline official said normal- 
ly the operation had been in 
transporting merchant seamen 
from the east coast to the Gulf 
coast. This fitted in with an iden- 
tification card found in a charred 
wallet giving the name “Frederick | 
J. Spargo, Ensign, U. S. Maritime 
service.” Spargo was from Quincy, 
Mass. 

Another identification appeared 
to be that of Jose Matteredona 
Zambrini whose passport was 
found in an unburned focket of 
his charred coat. A fifth victim 
was believed to be Zambrini’s wife.

BAR ON COAL DELIVERIES 
TO DOMESTIC USERS LIFTED 


Restrictions on Delivery to Indus- 
* trial Plants Continue in 


Force. 

Restrictions on retail delivery 
of coal to domestic consumers 
were lifted today by Arthur H. 
Beddoe, regional director of the 
Solid Fuels Administration in St. 
Louis. Restrictions on retail de- 
liveries to industrial plants, how- 
ever, remained in force. 

Beddoe placed the limitations on 
domestic deliveries about a week 
ago when the coal supply in St. 
Louis was reported to be dras- 
tically short of requirements, The 
rule was that domestic consumers 
could not obtain coal if thev had 
more than a five-day supply on 
hand. Only those with less than 
that amount were permitted to re- 
ceive the fuel. 

Restrictions on retai] deliveries 
of coal to industrial consumers 
will remain, Beddoe said, until 
supplies from mines in Illinois ar- 
rive in more abundant shipments. 
These limitations prohibit indus- 
tries from buying coal unless they 
have less than a 10-day supply 
and so certify to that fact in 
writing. “Beddoe explained that 
his order applied only to retail 
deliveries and not to shipments 
direct from mines.

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COUNCIL ADOPTS 

RULE BY WHICH IT 
CAN BAR RECORD 
TD ANY ABSENTEE 


Gromyko, Who Has Used 
Boycott, Joins in Ap- 
proving Regulation Ap- 
plying to Secret Meet- 
ings of Group.

NEW YORK, May 16 (AP) — 
The United Nations Security 
Council today unanimously 
adopted a secrecy rule which 
would permit the Council to deny 
the record of a private meeting 
to every U.N. member not repre- 
sented in the 1li-nation Council, 
and even to any Council member 
not present at the meeting. 

Paul Hasluck, the Australian 
delegate and only Council mem- 


ber to speak on the secrecy rule, d 


said he wanted it agreed that rule 
No. 53 of the batch proposed to- 
day, should be interpreted very 
liberally by the Council. 

Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet dele- 
gate who returned to the Council 
after boycotting last week’s ses- 
sion, voted with his colleagues to 
pass the rule without further dis- 
cussion. 

The secrecy rule is part of a 
chapter giving the Council au- 
thority to meet in private and to 
make only one copy of the pro- 
ceedings of that meeting. The 
Council is authorized to grant ac- 
cess to this record to any mem- 
ber of the U.N. but also may at 
its pleasure deny this record to 
members, including Council dele- 
gates refusing to attend the 
meeting. 

Membership Issue Deferred. 

The Council did not act on rules 
for admission of new members 
when Hasluck objected, saying 
some members seem to have the 
impression that the U.N. is a pri- 
vate club, The Council adjourned 
after two hours until tomorrow, 
leaving hanging Hashick’s request 
that the matter of admitting new 
members be deferred and that the 
Council arrange for consultation 
with the General Assembly before 
final action is taken. The Gen- 
eral Assembly will meet in New 
York next Sept. 3. 

Hasluck maintained that the 
charter makes clear the General 
Assembly is the only U.N. organ 
which has the power to decide on 
admitting new members, The pro- 
posed rules would have applica- 
tions turned over to the Security 
Council for consideration and 
recommendation to the General 
Assembly for final action. 

(The United Press said the 
United States would press for a 
rule on cloture of debate in the 
Council to prevent filibusters.) 

Experts Sidestep Issue. 

In offering the new section of 
rules for adoption, the Council's 
Committee of Experts on Pro- 
cedure sidestepped the Big Five 
veto power question and left it 
for later determination. They also 
deferred action on what number 
might constitute a quorum. 

The new French delegate, Alex-« 
andre Parodi, was seated in place 
of Henri Bonnet, French Ambas- 
sador to the United States. Mexico 
still was represented by Rafael de 
la Colina, sitting instead of the 
newly appointed permanent dele- 
gate, Luis Padilla Nervo. 

Parodi, the “Monsieur X” of the 
French underground, will become 
“Monsieur le President” of the 
Security Council. By the turn of 
the Council wheel, the newcomer 
finds himself faced*with-the task 
of directing its deliberations for 
one month, beginning tomorrow. 


Group for Assuring Freedom of 
Information Recommended, 
By the United Press. 
The United Nations Commis- 


sion on Human Rights recom- 
mendea today the creation of a 
subcommission to assure world- 
wide freedom of information and 
of the press. The subcommission 
would be composed of 12 members, 
chosen without regard for their 
nationality but as experts “with 
knowledge and experience in the 
different fields of information.” 
It will be directed to “egamine 
what rights, obligations, and prac- 
tiees should be included in the 
concept of freedom of information, 
and to report to the commission 
on human rights on any issue that

The steel strike had its effect 
on the supply of building mater- 
ials, as did the shifting of produc- 
tion emphasis by the steel indus- 
try to follow the lines with the 
most favorable OPA price ceil- 
ings. So nails, pipe and common 
round bars are scarce. One in- 
direct form of black market is to 
compel builders to buy nails at 
retail prices from open kegs in- 
stead of wholesale from closed 
kegs. 

The coal strike interfered with 
production and transportation of 
materials. 

Builders here have had a hard 
time getting ordinary millwork. 
Millis complained of their price 
cellings and of their inability to 
get lumber. 


Some Tie-In Sales. 


There are unconfirmed rumors 
that the way for a builder to ob- 
tain scarce goods in various lines 
is to slip currency to the sales- 
man. Indications are that, if this 
is done, in some instances at least 
it is without the dealer’s know- 
ledge. There have been occasion- 
al reports of tie-in sales, in which 
a builder has to take unwanted 
oods in order to get scarce ma- 
terials; this is like the forced 
sale of rum and wine with whis- 


Labor here is virtually com- 
pletely unionized now in the con- 
struction field. Before the war 
much construction in the county 
was nonunion or open shop. This 
condition had much to do with a 
wage differential then in effect, 
under which many skilled union 
crafts worked on residential jobs 
at 25 to 62% cents per hour less 
than the commercial scale. Now 
this differential is eliminated and 
all work is at the commercial 
scale. The average increase in 
straight-time rates since Jan. 1, 
1941, basic date of the Little Steel 
formula, has been 56 per cent 
over the old residential rate. 
Carpenters, numerically far the 
strongest of the skilled crafts, in 
1941 got $1 an hour on residence 
work, $1.50 on commercial work. 
Now they get $1.70, and an in- 
crease to $1.95 is pending before 
the national Wage Stabilization 
Board. Construction is one of 
the few major industries still un- 
der governmental wage control; 
whether this control will be ‘re- 
tained after next June 30 is un- 
determined. 
Bricklayers are at the top of 
the scale now, at $2 an hour, com- 
pared with $1.25 on residential 
work before the war. Contractors 
complain that many artisans in- 
sist on six-day employment, with 
double-time for Saturday. By .that 
arrangement a bricklayer, for ex- 
ample, would draw $112 a week. 
Builders complain about the limit- 
ed output of work by some of 
their men, including bricklayers 
and cement finishers, but union 
spokesmen vigorously deny these 
charges. Cement finishers will 
reach the $2 class also, if the 
wage board approves; they get 
$1.81 an hour now, compared with 
$1 on prewar residential work. 
Increase in Apprentic€s, 
It is evident that there has been 
some increase in the numbers of 
apprentices in the building crafts. 
Unions assert they are giving full 
attention to the training of new 
workmen, but the industry has 
been urging still more apprentices. 
Contractors complain that the 
median age of workmen has been 
allowed to rise, with a consequent 
bad effect on output of work. 
Jurisdictional disputes continue 
to cause trouble among the build- 
ing unions, which are American 
Federation of Labor affiliates. 
The builder or owner frequently 
is the unwitting victim. 

Prefabricated houses will not 
be handled in St. Louis or St. 
Louis county by the construc- 
tion unions, They are positive 
about this refusal to deal with 
this form of contribution to the 
housing problem, because they 
feel it deprives local labor of 
jobs. This attitude is in con- 
trast with that of the Fast St. 
Louis Building Trades Coun¢il, 
which recently voted to handle 
“prefabs” on the East Side.

Subdivision activity in the coun- 
ty began early last year, when it 
appeared the end of the war was 
near. In the first four and one- 
half months of 1946 there were 
46 subdivision plats, mostly for 
fairly large tracts, recorded in 
the county. Public announcement 
or private disclosure has been 
made of plans for various addi- 
tional subdivisions or projects 
utilizing vacant land in existing 
subdivisions, 

In recent weeks and months 
the Sunday real estate news col- 
umns have carried 20 or more an- 
nouncements about plans for 
groups of houses in the county, 
many of which have reached the 
stage of construction. Usually 
these have been for groups of 
dwellings numbering from 40 or 
50 to around 300 each, or for 
tracts of 25 to 50 acres or more. 
Here and there it is proposed to 
give a half-acre or an acre per 
house but many of these sites will 
have four, five or six houses to 
an acre if plans are carried out. 

Almost altogether the prospec- 
tive houses will be in the price 
class of $6000 to $10,000, the latter 
being the maximum § permitted 
under federal rules except for,

26. One group of builders has 
nearly finished nine brick houses 
in University City, priced at $25,-

Very few apartment houses got 
under way before the $10,000 
freeze order, Several of these are 
in Clayton.

Studies of possible population 
gains have been made for the De- 
partment of Streets & Sewers and 
the Water Division by Horner & 
Shifrin, consulting engineers.

Construction of 10,000 residen- 
tial units for veterans in the city 
and county in 1946 was author- 
ized by the Civilian Production 
Administration May 1. This 
amounted merely to an allotment 
of priorities for’ materials, Half 
of them must be built at a cost 
of not more than $6600 and rent 
at not more than $45 a month, 
if rented instead of sold; maxi- 
mums for the other half would 
be $10,000 cost, $80 monthly rent. 
Of the total, 2500 units must be 
rented, the rest may be sold or 
rented, 

Many war veterans are able to 
qualify for mortgage loans for the 
full amount of the cost of a new 
house, which they may retire over 
long terms of years. Their fixed 
monthly payments, including in- 
terest, principal, taxes and hazard 
insurance, are more or less equi- 
valent to what they might pay as 
rent, and are within the general 
rule of not spending more than 
a quarter of income for shelter. 

There are always, however, 
some families which cannot. af- 
ford to buy a home or which need 
to rent because of shifting places 
of employment. Real estate econo- 
mists are disturbed over the pros- 
pect for them. There is a marked 
lack of interest among home 
builders here in renting their 
places, rather than selling them, 
due to the limitations under CPA 
and OPA ceilings. While the 
level of rent’ ceilings for new 
dwellings is generally higher than 
for those built before the war, 
the differential does not appear 
to be sufficient to be attractive to 
landlords. 


This was 
on the basis of national trends 
and the apparent volume of re- 
turning war veterans.

Conservative, Once Jailed 
as Peacemonger, Wins 
Bare Majority in House 
of Representatives.

TOKYO, May 16 (AP) —Con- 
servative Shigeru Yoshida, con- 


sidered a peacemonger by Ja- 
pan’s militarists and imprisoned 
for part of the war, today became 
Premier and quickly dominated 
an organizational session of the 
House of Representatives, 

His conservative supporters 
mustered a narrow margin to 
elect, on a straight party vote, 
the Speaker and vice speaker 
shortly after Yoshida received an 
imperial command to form a new 
government, 

The Liberal party—whose presi- 
dency Yoshida accepted yesterday 
and the Progressives (both actu- 
ally conservative) combined to 


felect Takekichi Miki Speaker of 


the House and Konzaemon Ki- 
mura vice speaker. Miki is a Lib- 
eral and Kimura a Progressive 
and both are veteran politicians, 
Plea for Non-Partisanship. 

Their election came after a dra- 
matic, 45-minute speech by Yukio 
Ozaki, 87-year-old dean of Japan's 
legislators, urging selection of 
“men of high character” irrespec- 
tive of party. His attempt to pre- 
vent straight party politics was 
presented in a motion that was 
defeated, 228 to 217, in a test of 
strength. Twenty-one members 
refrained from voting or were ab- 
sent. 

Almost simultaneously, reports 
spread that Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur was planning a new purge 
of members of the new House. 
Japanese, hastily making their 
own speculative lists, included 
Speaker Miki and a prospective 
new Cabinet minister. 

Yoshida was expected to retain 
the foreign minister’s portfolio. 
Retiring Premier Kijuro Shide- 
hara was reported slated for one 
of three ministries without port- 
folio, along with Takao Saito, vet- 
eran Progressive leader, and 
Takeshige Ishiguro, who was 
named chief Cabinet secretary. 

Apparently reliable speculation 
indicated Yoshida was planning 
a conservative, elderly Cabinet 
which strongly would reflect 
Shidehara’s policies and the in- 
fluence of the Liberal and EPro- 
gressive parties. 

Is Career Diplomat. 


is a career diplomat who returned 
to political prominence last Oc- 
tober.

mate disposition of the barge lines 
contains provisions which make it 
extremely doubtful that any en- 
trepreneur would be tempted to 
take over the business. 

But the Post-Dispatch has 
learned that Wallace, in present- 
ing his plan to the House Ap- 
propriations Committee at an eX+ 
ecutive session last week, suggest- 
ed a change in the law which in

block 


faces criticism not only from oper- 
ators of competing barge lines, 
but also from Congress. 

The five-man subcommittee 
which has the question under con- 
sideration is split fairly equally on 
the decision. Two are expected to 
be for WaNace’s proposal, two are 
counted against it, and one is on 
the fence. — 

There is a good chance that the 
subcommittee will report in favor 
of continued federal operation of’ 
the barge line. If it does not, 
there will be a minority report 
strongly advocating continued fed- 
eral operation. 

Of St. Louis congressmen, John 
J. Cochran and John B. Sullivan 
are thoroughly opposed to aban- 
donment of the federal operation. 
Walter Ploeser, who is a member 
of the subcommittee, has not fully 
made up his mind, but leans to- 
ward acceptance of Wallace's 
plan. ; 

From a congressional source in 
a position to know what opponents 
of the plan think about it, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned that 
three principal objections are 
raised. 

One is that the federal operation 
provides a yardstick for compari- 
son of other freight rates, rail and 
water, and ought not to be aban- 
doned. 

. Another is that the business has 
mot yet been expanded to the 
point at which it can be said that 
the barge line has met a require- 
ment laid down in the law that 
established it— demonstration of 
the feasibility of river transporta- 
tion. The third is that this is not 
the time to sell. For 14 years the 
bargé line operated at a profit. 
For the last five or six years it 
has lost money. Ascribed as rea- 
sons for this loss are several fac- 
tors, the most important of which 
arg the deterioration of equipment 
during the war years, entailing ex- 
cessive maintenance, and a shift 


by the war. - 

Barges operate most econom- 
ically when they carry commodi- 
ties handled in bulk, such as grain, 
coal, oil and sulphur. In the war- 
time speed-up there was a ten- 
dency to use rail transportation 
for many shipments, and the 
barges got an increased share not 
of bulk but of package shipments 
for which there was no impelling 
time delivery factor. This involved 
also an increase in labor charges, 
and increasing labor costs have 
been a major element in the re- 
cent difficulties of the federal 
barge lines. . 

Labor disputes have been a sub- 
stantial headache for the Govern- 
ment in its operation of the barge 
line, and opponents of the Wal- 
lace program assume ‘that they 
figure in his decision—that what 
he recommends enables the cham- 
pion of the common man to wash 
his hands of a knotty problem in 
labor relations. 

The law as it stands does make 
it hard to sell the business to a 
private operator. It requires a 
valuation procedure by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 
bound to be long-drawn-out, and 
that any purchaser guarantee that 
he will continue to maintain the 
same service as that provided by 
the Government. Some features 
of the Government operation are 
conceded to be unprofitable and 
are justified in the minds of those 
who favor Government operation 
on the ground that a pioneer ef- 
fort must be unprofitable.

The Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany closed its brief engagement 
in St. Louis with a performance of 
Verdi's “Rigoletto” last night in 
Kiel Auditorium, An audience well 
over the 10,000 mark insured the 
financial success of the enterprise, 
and the obviously favorable re- 
action to the proceedings on the 
stage put an unmistakable stamp 
of popular approval on the per- 
formance, 


Having played to capacity 
houses for three suctessive eve- 
nings, which singly and collec- 
tively represented the largest pa- 
tronage of opera for any American 
city in recent years, the Metro- 
politan management rightly feels 
it is one step nearer to the or- 
ganization of its resources on a 
national basis. A national opera 
is certainly an indicated goal. 


Last night’s performance was 
dominated by Leonard Warren, 
who successfully challenged all 
previous interpretations of Rigo- 
letto even for those whose mem- 
ories went back to the early days 
of Gatti-Cassazza, The revealed 
character of the Duke’s court 
jester was tragic in the grand 
classic style, for as Mr. Warren 
portrayed it, the paternal emotion 
was a flaw in an otherwise con- 
sistent psychologya The expres- 
sion of this character was all of 
a piece, in make-up, posture, 
bodily movement and most of all 
in the disposition of his plangent 
and supple voice. 

Demonstration of Vocal Art. 
Inward turmoil that finally burst 
out in a denunciatory fury was 
communicated with inescapable 
authority through accent and <in- 
flection. Emotional stress, how- 
ever, never altered the flow of 
line, the molding of the phrase 
or the production of a full-bodied, 
resonant tone. It was a funda- 
mentally dramatic delineation and 
at the same time a demonstration 
of a rounded vocal art. 

Jan Peerce as the wayward 
duke showed that he had mas- 
tered the tradition of the role, but 
his particular virtue lay in his 


ability to project the warm, sensi- 


tive melos of the ever lyrical 
Verdi. It was pure singing—pure 
in the sense of being intelligble 
musically and with no resort to 
exhibitionistic ritards or holds. 
The phrase was inflected beauti- 
fully and always came out whole, 
and his tone quality, though not 
completely free of blemishes, was 
equal to the opportunities pro- 
vided so generously by the com- 
poser for true Italianate discourse. 
In such a well-qualified com- 
pany Patrice Munsel, the 21-year- 
old diva who managed to start 
her climb to fame at the top of 
the ladder, was saved from com- 
plete inadequacy by her adolescent 
appearance. She merely sketched 
in the part. Her voice was un- 
even in quality; the tone was al- 
ways badly focussed under any 
compulsion of dynamic expansian- 
or emotional stress. Only at rare 
intervals when the level of vol- 
ume permitted her to float her 
tones with a certain delicacy, did 
she reveal her basic possibilities. 

Pinza’s Dramatic Singing. 
Ezio Pinza’s brief appearances as 
Sparaucile were enough to show 
what real dramatic and _ vocal 
command can impart to a scene. 
Martha Lipton was a quite satis- 
factory Maddalena and balanced 
the famous fourth act quartet 
with a wholly sound performance. 
The smaller parts were all excep- 
tionally well done. 

The orchestra was deftly man- 
aged by Cesare Sodero who knows 
the correct uses of the Verdi op- 
eras as he knows his inside pock- 
et. The orchestra had been ele- 
vated from the previous night’s 
level with mixed results. It was 
more in evidence, but the percus- 
sion and brass also awoke a great- 
er number of _ reverberations 
throughout the auditorium which 
threw the ensemble out of bal- 
ance in the big climaxes. 
Mr. Sodero maintained at all 
times a just pace and a steady 
pulse. 

The choral ensembles were all 
healthy and well-balanced; the 
staging, though conventional, was 
efficiently managed. 


The audience experienced the 
usual difficulties in seeing the 
stage and the amplification 


caused complaints in some sec- 
tions of the hall. An _ inclined

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RECEIPTS OF $103,000 
FOR 3 GRAND OPERAS 


More Than $65,000 Goes to 
Metropolitan and $16,480 
to Symphony Sponsors. 


The appearance of the Metro- 
politan Opera in St. Louis was a 
financial as well as a cultural suc- 
cess, the St. Louls Symphony So- 
ciety announced today. More than 
30,000 persons attended the three 
performances, and a total of $103,- 


|000 was taken in at the box office. 


The gross income from its St. 


Louis performances was the high- 
est the Opera has received for a 
comparable showing to date on 
its current tour, a spokesman for 
the society said. 

Edward Johnson, general man- 
ager of the opera, told a reporter 
after the closing performance last 
night that the company would 
come back next year if it received 
an invitation. An officer of the 
society, which sponsored the op- 
era, said an invitation would be 


extended for next season. How- 
ever, no immediate plans have 
been made. 


‘Of the $103,000 gross income the 
opera received, 20 per cent, or 
$20,600, will go to the Government 
for taxes, leaving $82,400. Of the 
remainder the Symphony Society 
will receive 20 per cent, or $16,- 
480. The “Met” then will have 
$65,920 for salaries, traveling ex- 
penses and profit. 

With its $16,480 the society is 
obliged to pay all expenses of the 
opera incurred in St. Louis, a 
spokesman said. This includes 
rental of the Convention Hall of 
Kiel Auditorium, stagehands’ sal- 
aries, advertising and a number 
of other incidentals. 

The society hopes that it may re- 
tain about $10,000 for its mainte- 
mance fund as its share of the 
proceeds, 

An analysis of the total attend- 

ce figures showed that for 
“Tannhauser,” the opening per- 
formance Monday night, 10,022 
persons paid admission: on Tues- 
day night for “Carmen” the total 
was 10,055; and for the final per- 
formance of “Rigoletto,” 10,075 at- 
tended. 

Approximately 700 tickets were 
given away for each performance, 
a society spokesman said. These 
were for seats in the balcony and 
mezzanine from which only a _por- 
tion of the stage could be seen. 
The free tickets went to blind 
persons and to charitable organi- 
zations for distribution. 

The opera’s road company con- 
sisted of 325 persons, including a 
ballet of 40, an orchestra of 90 
and a chorus of 90. Its next per- 
formance will be in Dallas, Tex., 
opening tomorrow night. ,

| The measure is considered nec- 
jessary if public low-rental hous- 
ling projects are to be carried out 
jin Missouri. It supplements pre- 
vious legislation enacted at this 
|}session under which partial tax 
|exemption was granted to private 
| housing. 

Senator Edgar Jj. Keating of 
Kansas City, «who with Senator 
Frank C. Wilkinson of Kansas 
City, sponsored the bill, told the 
Senate that experience with sim- 
ilar projects in other states had 
been that no loss in revenue had 
resulted, the practice of the hous- 
ing authorities having been to de 
vote a portion of the gross rentals 
to the payment of taxes. 


“It has been found in every in- 


} stance,” he said, “that the amounts 


received exceeded the taxes on the 
property before the project was 
undertaken. 


“In every place where these 
projects have been carried out 
there has been decrease in crime 
and a decrease in juvenile delin- 
quency, with a resulting decrease 
in costs of fire and police protec- 
tion. 

“This bill is for the benefit of 
the poorest of the poor. Rentals 
cannot exceed one-fifth of the in- 
come of the families residing in 
them, and in the cases of families 
with three or more minor children 
the rentals cannot exceed one- 
sixth of the income. 


“This bill, if, enacted, will pro- 
vide 8000 housing units in St. 
Louis and Kansas City. It applies 
only to those cities and to St, Jo- 
seph, changing the present law 
which is applicable to all cities in 
the state having a population of 
5000 or more.” 

No opposition to the bill was ex- 
pressed on the floor of the Senate 
and only one no vote was heard 
when a voice vote was taken.

Hans Hornbostel, 65- 
year-old survivor of the Bataan 
death march, awaited an answer 
today to his request for permis- 
sion to enter a leper colony with 
his disease-stricken “wife. 

Together they hoped for a won- 
der drug to cure her, although 
doctors said there was no chance 
for complete recovery. 

The major said simply: “I’m 65. 
I’ve had my fling. I just want 
one other thing in life—to spend 
the rest of it with my wife.” 

He appealed to the surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States for per- 
| mission to enter the Carville (La.) 
|'Leprosarium with his 55-year-old 
|wife, The nature of her ailment 
was confirmed a week ago. 
| At Washington, Dr. Otis Ander- 
ison of the United States Public 
Health Service said it was against 
regulations to admit a non-leper 
but added that an “equitable ar- 
rangement”—probably on a “visit- 
ing basis’—might be arranged, 

The tall, gray-haired veteran, 
who is being allowed to visit his 
wife in her isolation ward here, 
was persistent in his appeal, 

“I'd like to see afl the bureauc- 
racy and red tape cut as soon as 
possible,” he said in his latest re- 


quest to Surgeon Gen. Thomas G. 
Parran. He earlier had written 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, his for- 
mer commander. 

Mrs. Hornbostel, the nerves in 
her hands already partly de- 
stroyed by the disease, told re- 
porters that “all we want is a 
tiny garden and a place to sit and 
read together.” 

Mrs. Hornbostel, plump, gray- 
haired mother of three, said she 
believes she contracted the dis- 
ease in the Japanese prison camp 
at Santo Tomas, in the Philip- 
pines. h 

Doctors said nothing has been 
found that will completely . cure 
leprosy—that it merely could be 
arrested after a year to 18 months 
of treatment. A conditional re- 
lease from the Leprosarium is 
possible if the arresting treatment 
is successful. 


Hornbostel was a sergeant in 
the Marine Corps when they were 
married at Guam in 1914. Her fa- 
ther, a former Prussian Army of- 
ficer, had refused to permit his 
daughter to marry an enlisted 
man, She swam to a secret ren- 
dezvous and they were married by 
a Navy chaplain.

Among the problems which the 
deputies will discuss are those 
raised during consideration of a 
peace treaty for Italy, including 
the Italian-Yugoslav border and 
Trieste, the question of colonies, 
reparations and the future of the 
Dodecanese islands. : 

In the negotiations for an Ital- 
fan treaty draft, the foreign min- 
isters reached but two agreements, 
One was to refuse an Austrian re- 
quest for return of the South Ty- 
rol and the other was an agree- 
ment in principle on the future 
size of the Italian navy.

SIGHT-SEEING GUIDE FINDS 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (UP) 
—John L. Lewis went from a con- 
ference with President Truman 
today to one with Anthony J. 
Farrah, a sight-seeing guide who 
plies his trade in front of the 
White House. 

Farrah wanted information 
about Lewis’s historic home in 
nearby Alexandria. He approached 
the United Mine Workers’ presi- 
dent as Lewis. strolled through 
Lafayette Park across the street 
from the White House. 

Lewis talked jovially with the 
guide, resting his hand. on 
Farrah’'s shoulder, When reporters 
and photographers approached, 
Lewis and Farrah turned away. 

Farrah said later that Lewis 
was “very cordial and friendly 
and laughed a great deal.” He 
found out that Lewis’s home is 
more than a century old. 
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Also attending*the morning con- 
ference were Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach and Edward F. Mc- 
Grady. 
O’Neill told reporters only that 
he would return at 5:30 p.m. and 
made his way out of the White 
House offices. Lewis trailed along 
a moment later and said, “The 
magic numerals are 5:30.” 
Lewis’s Comment, 
Pressed for a statement on what 
he would do until the hour for 
returning to the White House, 
Lewis stared long and hard at his 
questioner and then said: 
“The whole situation gives one 
furiously to think.” ‘ 
Small’s Statement. 


Small’s statement said the coal 
strike was “a glaring example 
that has aroused the country.”

tional Labor Relations Act.” 

Pepper is leading the floor fight 
against proposals which he con- 
tends would “undermine and de- 
stroy” labor. He puts in that 
category virtually all of the 
amendments proposed to the labor 
committee’s modified version of 
the House-approved Case bill. 

The Senate’s week-long preoccu- 
pation with labor matters devel- 
oped a new facet, meanwhile, with 
a bipartisan move to deny Gov- 
ernment workers the right to be- 
long to a union that permits strike 
action. 

Such a provision was attached 
by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee to a bill carrying funds 
for the Agriculture Department. 
Senators Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
and Wherry, Nebraska, the Re- 
publican whip, told reporters a 
similar clause would be inserted in 
all future supply bills. 

Majority Leader Barkley (Ky.) 
has said he wants to get the labor 
matter out of the way, enact a 
replacement for the stopgap draft 
legislation, and clear the way for 
action on OPA in the week begin- 
ning May 27.

Danger of contamination of the 
city’s water supply by seepage into 
the 53-year-old brick conduit from 
the Chain of Rocks waterworks 
to two pumping stations will be 
eliminated by new construction 
under the $18,240,000 water di- 
vision improvement program, 
Water Commissioner Thomas J. 
Skinker said today. 

Possible health hazards from 
seepage were pointed out in a 
report on the St. Louis water 
system, submitted to the city by 
state health authorities last fall 
and made public today. Skinker 
said the condition had long been 


considered in planning the im- 
provement program. He pointed 
out also that sufficient chlorine is 
used in the water to kill bacteria 
entering from the outside and 
also that the water and health 
divisions make 50 tests for bac- 
teria daily at points throughout 
the city. 

The state report, while recom- 
mending several improvements in 
the city’s water system, praised 
the general excellence of the water 
supply. Skinker said all the im- 
provements recommended were to 
be made under the construction 
program.

The proposed sale of St. Louis 
City Sanitarium to the State of 
Missouri for $1 was approved by 


“the Governmental Research Insti- 
te,/ privately financed  fact- 
institution, in a bulletin 

u today. The institute says 
that, so far as can be determined 
from a careful search, St. Louis 
is the only city in the United 
States now owning and operating 
a large hospital for prolonged 
care of the mentally ill. 

One of the major recommenda- 
_ tions of the city government sur- 
vey, made public early in 1941, the 
institute says, was the transfer of 
the sanitarium property to the 
state, to be supported on the same 
basis as the state mental hos- 
pitals at Fulton, St. Joseph, Ne- 
vada and Farmington. © 

The sanitarium on April 15 had 

patients, the report states. 
For the fiscal year 1945-46, the 
gross cost to the city was $1,448,- 
493; while receipts from the state, 
at the rate of $8 a month per in- 
mate, were $377,711, and receipts 
from individuals for patients’ care 
were about $90,000; leaving the 
net cost of the sanitarium to the 
city $736,849.

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
The Army has asked President 
Truman to direct the drafting of 
men aged 25 through 29.

7000 POLES REPORTED KILLED 
; IN CIVIL FIGHTING IN APRIL 


* LONDON, May 16 (UP)—Nearly 
7000 persons in Poland were killed 
in April in guerrilla fighting con- 
nected with political tension inside 
the country, central European dis- 
patches said today.

Because of these decisions and 
acquiescence to a policy of “forc- 
ible mass deportations,” he con- 
tinued, “today the eastern zone of 
Germany has been for all prac- 
tical purposes incorporated in the 
Soviet Union.” 

Boothby predicted that both 


America and Russia would pro-| 


test against the creation of such 
a western bloc—the Americans be- 
cause “they are making a final 
attempt to revive the laissez-faire 
economic system” and the Rus- 
sians because the _ federation 
“would set a limit to their west- 
ward expansion.” 

However, he continued, the 
Americans would find better mar- 
kets in a unified western Europe, 
while the Russians would realize 
the federation’s purposes “would 
be economic rather than stra- 
tegic.”

RANGE OF ATOMIC 
OVEN HEAT CITED 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. May 16 
(AP)—An atomic oven can run as 
hot as man wishes, Dr. Enrico 
Fermi declared in a paper pre- 
pared for presentation to the 
George Westinghouse Centennial 
Forum which opened today. 

This declaration from the scien- 
tist who built the world’s first 
atomic oven, with uranium heat, 
at the University of Chicago, 
clears doubts that have been re- 
ported about the hgat of nuclear 
ovens being too low to compete 


with coal, oil and gas, 
The uranium would melt at a 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP). 
HE Federation of American Scientists said today “10 months are 
gone” since the first atomic bomb explosion in New Mexico and 
time is running out because “the bomb will not wait 10 years.” 
The federation said “today more than ever scientists feel the duty 
to warn their fellow citizens that we are not moving nearly fast 


little more than 2000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. But according to Fer- 
mi’s declaration this melting will 
not stop the splitting of atoms or 
the increase to greater heats. The 
practical problem is to find alloys 
and other heat-resisting materials 
to contain the atomic heat. In 
glass-making there already are 
materials that stand much higher 
temperatures than 2000 degrees. 

Dr. Fermi did not predict how 
hot an atomic oven may be use- 
ful, but he said there is reason to 
believe that in the explosion of 
atomic bombs the tem 
were perhaps nearly 2,000,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. He emphasized 
that the problem of controlling 
the heat of an atomic oven is so 
simple a workman can master it 
in a few hours. 

He set 20 to 30 years as the fu- 
ture date at which we may be 
using large atomic power plants, 
their heat producing electricity or 
steam. He said these power 
plants would produce as a by- 
product the new synthetic metal 
plutonium. He added the plu- 
tonium can be used to make even 
better power plants, because they 
will be much smaller than those 
consuming uranium. | 

The obstacle to using plutonium 
ovens, Dr. Fermi asserted,.is not 
technical but the fact that this 
metal makes bombs too readily. 
The Nagasaki bomb was plutoni- 
um and those at Bikini atoll will 
be plutonium. These bombs have 
been reported, all unofficially, as 
anywhere from 25 per cent more 
powerful than the Hiroshima 
uranium bomb to four times more 
powerful. Dr. Fermi suggested 
that the world may shy from use 
of plutonium power until the 
bomb question is settled satisfac- 
torily.

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David Lawrence reminds President Truman of 
his last winter’s recommendation to Congress to 
set up an official fact-finding board to inform 
the public as to the merits of important indus- 
trial disputes. As in so many other matters, 
Congress ignored the President's suggestion and 
Mr. Truman has failed to follow it up. Mr. 
Lawrence writes: 

There are two sides to every controversy, 
and the coal strike is no exception. The pub- 
lic hears only about the ill effects of the 
proposed work stoppage. It knows little 
about the merits: of the dispute or of the 
reasons for the complete collapse of collec- 
tive bargaining as a means of settling some 
of the major labor difficulties in America. 


The coal strike began April 1 and proceeded 
to the point of near-disaster for the country’s 
economy. It gave way this week to an uneasy 
truce, but there is no assurance that the issues 
between Lewis and the operators will be settled 
within the'12 days allotted by the union head for 
the resumption of mining. 

Yet the country does not yet know in detail 
just what the shooting is all about, and is un- 
able to form a clear judgment of the controversy. 
Lewis has shown a contempt for public opinion 
and for the processes of collective bargaining, 
withholding even from the operators a specific 
program of demands. These demands he is now 


‘making one by one. 


If an official fact-finding board, or labor tri- 
bunal, vested with the power of subpena, had 
been set up in accordance with the President's 
information, the public long ago could have been 
given a full picture of the controversy. The 
influence of public opinion could have been 
brought effectively to bear on both the operators 
and Lewis. 

Mr. Lawrence says that Mr. Truman “still has 
an opportunity to insist that Congress pass the 
fact-finding legislation at once. The country 
wants something done about strikes, and the 
President’s proposal is the least harmful and yet 
could be the most effective of all the sugges- 
tions that have been made with respect to the 
prevention or settlement of labor disputes.” 

‘It may very well be that a labor tribunal 
should be designed to do nothing more than to 
find and proclaim to the American people the 
facts in industrial disputes. It should not be 
composed of second-rate men. Instead, it should 
be made up of men who command general re- 
spect and public confidence, men like Oliver 
Wendell. Holmes, George W. Norris, Charles 
Evans Hughes and Henry L. Stimson. 

The members of the tribunal might well be 
paid $20,000 a year, be dissociated from the De- 
partment of Labor and in time be set in a spe- 
cial temple of their own like the Supreme Court. 
There the participants to labor controversies 
could be summoned to tell their stories from 


which the distinguished members could present 


a disinterested picture to the public. 

In this era of present and prospective eco- 
nomic revolution developing under our Amer- 
ican democratic system, the people need to be 
helped to get at the facts so that they, the peo- 
ple, can think them through and reach their own 
informed conclusions. If that were done, a la- 
bor tribunal could be a mighty force for indus- 
trial peace. 
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To Save the City $700,000 a Year 


The case for transfer of the City Sanitarium 
to the State, which would mean an annual sav- 
ing of more than $700,000, is admirably summed 
up by the Governmental Research Institute in 
a report issued today. The facts and figures 
presented in this survey ought to be helpful in 
convincing the Board of Aldermen that the 
transfer should be approved, as the Mayor has 
recommended. 

Opposition to the move is based on personal 
reasons, not on objections to the possible econ- 
ymy. Persons with relatives in the institutions 
fear these patients will be transferred to other 
State hospitals, whose facilities are inferior to 
those of the City Sanitarium, and where visits 
would be inconvenient. State authorities un- 
doubtedly would agree not to transfer persons 
with relatives in the city. The controlling fact 
is pointed out in the Institute’s report: that no 
other city in the country maintains such an in- 
stitution, since care of the insane is everywhere 
regarded as a function of the states. 

St, Louis taxpayers are helping support State 
institutions for this purpose, and at the same 
time are maintaining one of their own. The 
State has a large surplus, while St: Louis faces 
a deficit and the necessity for finding new rev- 
enue. Transfer of the Sanitarium is an obvi- 
ous and logical step. :

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The Freeze That Thawed 


Congressmen consider the housing subsidy 
program which they sent to the White House 
Tuesday as the foundation of the emergency 
building program. Yet even now the founda- 
tion has begun to leak. » 

The double object of the $400,000,000 subsidy 
measure is to speed up the production of build- 
ing supply companies, and to keep their produc 


within price ceilings, That is essential lest in- 


flated building costs wreék the entire emergency 
housing plan. But the subsidy idea won't work 
as planned, if a lot of building materials are 
shunted into non-residential construction. And 
that is what is happening now. 

What has occurred is the story of a freeze 
that thawed. On March 26, the Civilian Pro- 


duction Administration issued an order freez- 


ing construction of factories, theaters, stores, 
offices and other commercial buildings. New 
work of this type could not begin without 
CPA’s specific authorization. 

While the order was necessary to assure ma- 
terials for homes, its aftermath has been a 
surprising amount of construction of commer- 
cial projects: In view of the scaffolding now 
rising around new factories and offices here, 
there and everywhere, the public cannot help 
but wonder what happened to that CPA order. 

In answer, CPA’s own figures show that, in 
the first four weeks of the freeze order, the 
agency approved $605,000,000 of non-housing 
construction, and denied authorization for only 
$67,000,000. The order remains, but its adminis- 
tration falters. 

A CPA spokesman admits that the volume 
of non-residential approvals is “embarrassingly” 
large. In answer to protests by the National 
Housing Agericy, he has promised that CPA 


field offices will be ordered to crack down, So 
the question now is whether CPA’s embarrass- 
ment will be transformed into responsibility, 

If that agency continues to yield to pressure 
for commercial building permits, construction 
material will go where it is least.needed. W 
vanishing materials for homes, the hopes of 
the homeless will also vanish. 
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The Facts on Housing 


A comprehensive analysis of the acute hous- 
ing problem as it particularly affects metropoli- 
tan St. Louis begins today in the news columns 
of this paper. It is a grim problem, nor will it 
yleld quickly to any kind of attack. That it will 
yield to a sufficiently concerted attack, however, 
cannot be doubted for a moment. 

A nation that could expand the production of 
war goods to incredible heights can also mobilize 
to fill its own peacetime needs. Indeed, in the 
housing matter, the nation and its constituent 
communities must do so. 

That is why Congress has finally done its first 
essential part by approving the main lines of 
the Wyatt emergency program for 2,700,000 new 
dwelling units. But the local mobilization in 
St. Louis still lags behind. To name but one 
example, the continued lack of a sound zoning 
ordinance for the unincorporated areas of St. 
Louis County has become a matter of first ur- 
gency. ' 

Without a sound ordinance, there will be large 
new derelict subdivisions within five years. For 
another example, municipal governments should 
be engaged in urging working agreements on 
builders and building labor—to prevent inter- 
ruptions by jurisdictional disputes, for example, 
and to permit the use of sound but unconven- 
tional methods of construction. Otherwise, this 
area cannot get the full benefit of the very sub- 
stantial Government assistance now made avail- 
able. 

The subsequent discussion of specific fatets 
of the problem will, we believe, interest many 
thoughtful readers. To be sure, information 
will build no houses. But, as we expect to show 
in concurrent editorial discussion, a better grasp 
of the basic facts will suggest effective ways to 
speed the time when the acute present distress 
of homelessness in our community will be only 
an unpleasant memory. 
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Surplus Scandal 


The racket of using veterans as {llegal fronts 
in the purchase of surplus property has gone 
far enough. War Assets Administration offi- 
cials report increasing evidence of crooked deal- 
ers using the high priority available to ex- 
servicemen by bribing the misguided among 
them to act as illegal purchasing agents. This 
is fraud. That the Department of Justice has 
been called in to protect the rights of veterans 
as a whole and of the public is proper. A crack- 
down on both the dealers and those veterans 
who are involved is necessary. 

No one likes to crack down on veterans—even 
misguided veterans who are taking advantage 
of their former buddies—but if court action is 
necessary to stop this growing surplus property 
racket, then court action it should be, 
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Statement From Mr. Trammell 

Niles Trammell apparently intended his re- 
quest for better radio commercials to be one of 
those well-meaning statements with which no 
one cah disagree. Actually, however, his state- 
ment shows a limited idea of radio’s excessive 
commercialism. 

The president of the National Broadcasting 


Co, hag everything on his side when he says 


that many advertising plugs fit into radio pro- 
grams “the way a riveting machine would fit 
into a symphony orchestra.” But what does he 
want done about it? He wants advertisers to 
improve these commercials in some nebulous 
way—make them entertaining if not delicious. 

Listeners will not agree that newscast plug- 
uglies can be made entertaining, or improved 
in any way. The ugliness of these plugs is in- 
herent in them, either because they interrupt 
news of significant events, or because they place 
offensive prattle about physical disorders next 
to such news. These plugs cannot be improved; 
they should be eliminated. 

But the surprising thing about his statement 
is the way in which it is addressed. Here is the 
head of the nation’s oldest radio network, ask- 
ing a group of outsiders to help reform broad- 
easting. Mr. Trammell appears to ignore the 
responsibility to the public on the part of net- 
works and stations—the broadcasters them- 
selves, He beseeches advertisers to clean up. 

This is a fundamental illustration of what's 
wrong with radio. It is an example of the re- 
linquishment of control of programs by broad- 
casters to advertisers. It is exactly what the 
Federal Communications Commission warned 
broadcasters about in a recent report. 
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Weak Criticism of the Merit Plan 


The proposal for a public school merit sys- 
tem may not be a perfect plan at its present 
stage, but it is not open to the criticism that it 
would take control of the schools away from 
St. Louisans and give it to “the farmers down 
in Joplin or in Callaway County.” 

J. Harry Pohlman, a board member, raised 
this. objection at the meeting Tuesday night, 
because it is proposed that the three-member 
commission to operate the system be chosen by 
the Governor or the State Board of Education. 
This provision, of course, is designed to insure 
the independence of the system’s personnel 
director, a vital provision in making merit the 
sole basis of choice for school positions. 

Mr. Pohlman made a good point, however, 
in declaring that the merit system should in- 
clude teachers as well as non-teaching em- 
ployes. Now that the plan has been referred 
to the board's execttive officers for study and 
improvement, this addition should be seriously 
considered. When the completed plan is in- 
troduced, the publie will be watching to see 
which board members favor and which obstruct 
the proposal, for St. Louisans long ago became 
weary of the patronage scandals under the pres- 
ent system.

The disheartening pattern of events in 
Congress was exemplified again when the 
Senate Commerce Committee passed a res- 
olution challenging the legality of the An- 
glo-American civil aviation agreement. The 
committee, led by Senator Brewster of 
Maine, voted 14 to 1 to declare the agree- 
ment invalid until submitted as a treaty 
and ratified by two-thirds of the Senate. 


The resolution may be less destructive in 
fact than in appearance. President Truman 
sent the aviation pact to the Senate as an

Senator Vandenberg, a leading Republi- 
ean foreign policy spokesman, indicated two 
years ago that the great bulk of postwar 
economic arrangements should be handled 
by executive agreement rather than through 
the more complex procedure of solemn 
treaty. 


In the aviation agreement, both Britain 
and America got a sound bargain. Loose 
ends left by the 1944 International Civil 
Aviation Conference were tied together. 
The British accepted the American idea 
that our foreign air lines should be able 
to pick up passengers anywhere for flight 
to third cotintries. We accepted the Brit- 
ish idea that rates should be reasonably 


controlled go as to check either subsidies 
or cutthroat rivalry between nations. 


For the first time in history, the air is 
thus opened to peaceful commercial traffic 
between nations on a rapidly expanding 
scale. - Other countries which adopt the 
principles set up in the Anglo-American 
agreement can share in the traffic. 


A harsh Senate attack on the agreement, 
therefore, might result in a return to the 
vicious nationalism and isolation in air 
traffic practiced by all great powers be- 
fore the war. Commercial] aviation might 
again be placed under severe restrictions. 


Oil Pact Is Bogged Down 


The fate of the Anglo-American oil treaty 
shows what may happen. This treaty, high- 
ly important to American public interest, 
was ruthlessly killed last year by Senator 
Connally and other oil-state statesmen, who 
listened to protests from our private oil 
industry. It was painstakingly redrafted 
to meet objections, but the new treaty has 
been bogged down in committee since last 
November. 

The country would be vastly better off 
if the Constitution were amended to elim- 
inate the two-thirds treaty ratification rule, 
which historically has handicapped and 


confused the country’s foreign policy. Even 


without such an amendment, the Senate 
should approve the tested procedure of ex- 
ecutive agreements in handling highly com- 
plicated economic adjustments in a new 
world struggling to be born. 

Any such agreement can be killed by sim- 
ple majority vote of either House in re- 
fusing appropriations. That is adequate 
protection against arbitrary or unwise ex- 
ecutive action.

‘Detroit Is My Own Home Town,” by Malcolm W. 
Bingay. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 
Detroit has had a long and colorful his- 

tory. Founded in 1701 by the French under 

Cadillac, it was first known as Fort Pont- 

chartrain and soon became an important 

center of the fur trade. During the Revo- 
lutionary War, the settlement, now called 

Detroit, was headquarters for the British 

forces in the Northwest. Lost by the Brit- 

ish, it was captured by them in the War 
of 1812, to be regained by the Americans 
the following year. 

One finds in its annals much about In- 
dian massacres, cholera epidemics, fires 
and other hazards and the faint glimmer- 
ings of intrigue, later to develop inte high 
finance. So we know Detroit today as the 
battleground of industrialists, labor unions, 
scientists and the home of highly efficient 
methods of mass production.

OOKING at Europe from the outside—from Washington, Lon- 
don and Moscow—it may seem as if the Continent must: (1) be 
brought under Soviet domination—or (2) be rescued from that 


Anglo-American influence—or (3) 
My im- 


pression is that this is a stereotype which, if not already obsolete, is 


at least obsolescent. 


It is a picture formed in men’s minds before 


and just after Europe was invaded and liberated by the non-European 


armies of the Big Three. 

At that time all effective power 
and authority was directed from 
Moscow, London and Washington; 


the Big Three naturally saw Eu- 
rope as a continent where they 
did things to the enemy states 
and for the friendly states. It 
was easy to forget that the Con- 
tinent consists of nations which 
have the will to live, and cannot 
for long be regarded as clients, 
wards or prisoners of war. 


Europeans Will Resist. 


If that is so, then the European 
nations will, as they revive, resist 
in all its forms the idea that they 
are the stakes of the. diplomacy 
of non-European powers. Conceiv- 
ably, though even that is highly 
improbable, the Big Three could 
dictate a European settlement if 
they were united. 

But they are rivals. The effect 
of this rivalry is to offer each 
European nation encuoragement, 
opportunity and the means of in- 
dependent action. While the Big 
Three contest the control of Eu- 
rope, the nations of Europe are 
arising to contest the control of 
the Big Three. | 

recent article I pointed out 
that the probable result of the 
Anglo-Soviet duel in Germany 
would not be that Germany fell 
under Soviet or British control; it 
would be the revival of Germany 
as a centralized state holding the 
balance of power between them. 
This would be the malignant con- 
sequence of Big Three rivalry. 

In the liberated countries a be- 
nigh, and even beneficent, but 
similar result is strongly indi- 
cated. That is to say: They will 
be actors and not merely objects 
in the reconstruction of Europe. 

And in the world-wide conflict 
of power between the Russians 
and the Anglo-Americans, the Eu- 
ropeans will not be disposed, as 
so many think, to provide the 
battlefields and the mercenary 
troops. Their national interests 
and their pride will cause them to 
vesist being aligned in the Big 
Three conflict. 

That, rather than lining up as 
the brilliant second to the For- 
eign Office, ought to be the Amer- 
ican position. If it were, our 
European policy would be in har- 
mony with the European future, 
and the influence of the United 
States as a peacemaker would be 
increasing instead of diminishing. 


Revolution Has Occurred. 


In this connection, a correct es- 
timate of European political de- 
velopments is necessary. It is not 

to make it, and it is impos- 
sible to present the evidence in a 
short newspzper article. 

But, for what it may be worth, 
I would say that for Americans 
who cannot consider the details 
and the variations, the first thing 
to note about European politics 
is that the pattern is essentially 
the same in most of the liberated 
countries, especially the bigger 
ones. 

It is that a revolution which 
displaced the former governing 
classes has already occurred, and 
that now there is a political strug- 
gie for power as to how the new 
governing classes are to be re- 
cruited and directed. 

We may compare Europe to a 
forest which has been struck by 
a violent storm. The older and 
taller trees—the governing, man- 
aging and leading class—have 
been cut down, withered, bent, 
twisted, and in large part, though 
not wholly, uprooted. The new 
forest is growing up through the 
debris amidst which contend the 
saplings, the scrub, and the old 
roots. We shall misunderstand 
Europe if we concentrate our 
whole attention on the new ideolo- 
gies. What is much more impor- 
tant w the emergence of new men 
in an old continent where the 
right, the privilege and the op- 
' portunity to rule and direct has 
been—by American standards— 


the prerogative of a relatively 
smal] class. 

This class has been much more 
exclusive in Eastern Europe than 
in Western Europe. But it has 
not been wide open anywhere, 
and the directing personnel were 
recruited—on a basis of unequal 
opportunity — from a relatively 
small segment of the people. 


This governing class has been 
so much decimated by death, tor- 
ture and exile, and so discredited 
by defeat, corrupted by appease- 
ment and compromised by col- 
laboration, that it has ceased to 
be the governing class. Indi- 
viduals survive who have proven 
themselves as patriots. But the 
class itself could not, did not and 
often would not, defend the na- 
tion against its enemies; by that 
it lost its title to rule, 


Three Rallying Points. 


The mass of the little people, 
deprived of their old leaders and 
rulers, rallied around three main 
centers of resistance and hope. 
There were the faithful, who 
made out of resistance to Hitler 
a religious as well as a patriotic 
duty. They became the nucleus 
of a popular Catholic party. There 
were the trades unionists, mainly 
Social Democrats, who are the nu- 
cleus of the non-Communist, or 
non-Muscovite, Socialist parties. 
And there were the Communist 
cells, which fought bravely and 
boldly in the resistance, especially 
after 1941, and—because they were 
fiercely persecuted—acquired the 
legendary prestige of martyrdom. 

These three popular parties— 
Catholic, Socialist, Communist— 
appear to have at least three- 
quarters of the people behind 
them. All of them are, by current 
American or pre-war European 
standards, parties of the left. 
They are all advanced collectiv- 
ists, and while the Catholic party 
is usually the most moderate of 
the three, curiously enough the 
Communist party is not, perhaps 
for tactical reasons, invariably 
the most radical. 


Rule by Coalition. 


While these three parties com- 
pete for the support of approxi- 
mately three-quarters of the peo- 
ple, none of them has as yet had 
any prospect of obtaining a clear 
majority of its own, Thirty per 
cent has been a kind of high 
water mark. Unless all expecta- 
tions are wrong, it is reasonably 
certain that no one of these par- 
ties is likely to rise very much 
higher than 30 per cent. 

This means not only that the 
Communists have no prospect of 
obtaining a majority of their own, 
but that even a coalition of Com- 
munists and Socialists could not 
count upon more than a slim, 
wavering and unreliable major- 
ity, Therefore, the probable pat- 
tern in Europe will continue to be 
government by a three party coal- 
ition. The alternative is dictator- 
ship resting on the seizure of the 
government, either by the Com- 
munists or by the extreme right— 
led by semi-Fascist military men. 

These alternatives cannot be ex- 
cluded as possibilities. But in 
Western Europe a Communist 
seizure of power would lack the 
support of the Red Army and 
would encounter the opposition of 
the British, the American and 
the national armies. A semi- 
Fascist seizure of power would 
encounter the resistance of the 
working class, who undoubtedly 
have arma. 

In Eastern Europe, though not 
in all countries, the seizure of 
power has been effected with the 
support of the Red Army. The 
question there is how long gov- 
ernments which rest on the bay- 
onets of foreign troops can be 
kept going. I should think they 
could not be kept going forever 
if real peace, which has enormous 
attraction, begins to break out 


anywhere on the continent.

SAFETY ON HIGHWAY, 
TN HOME DISCUSSED 


Uniform State Laws to Bar 
Incompetent Drivers Sought 
by Conference Here. 


Specialized safety problems of 
various industries and the home, 
and industrial fire prevention 
programs, were discussed today 
by speakers at the closing ses- 
sions of the three-day Central 
States Safety Conference at Hotel 
DeSoto. 

Adoption by the states of uni- 
form motor vehicle laws, includ- 
ing mechanical inspection require- 
ments and drivers’ license regula- 
tions designed to eliminate incom- 
petent motorists, was recom- 
mended yesterday by speakers 
during a panel discussion on the 
needs for greater traffic safety. 

Hugh H. Waggoner, superin- 
tendent of the State Highway Pa- 
trol, said more rigid state laws 
were essential if enforcement of- 
ficials are to make definite in- 
roads against the rising number 
of accidents on Missouri high- 
ways. He reported 446 persons 
were killed in acidents in rural 
districts in the nine months after 
V-J day, an increase of 54 per 
cent over the 289 persons killed in 
the same period a year earlier. 

Accident Rate Up 98 Pct. 

Accidents reported to the high- 
way patro] in the nine months to- 
taled 4656, an increase of 98 per 
cent, he said. Waggoner recom- 
mended a compulsory accident re- 
porting law and a traffic educa- 


tion program to supplement an 
improved drivers’ license law’ and 
a motor vehicle inspection law, 

George Miller, assistant direc- 
tor of the traffic and transporta- 
tion” division, National Safety 
Council, told the meeting that 
traffic deaths in the first three 
months this year totaled 8120, in- 
dicating there will be 38,000 fatali- 
ties for the year unless motorists 
drive and pedestrians walk more 
carefully. 

He pointed out the estimated 
total was only 2 per cent less 
than the 1941 record high in traf- 
fic deaths, and asserted the sit- 
uation was actually more serious 
in view of the fact there are 
5,000,000 fewer automobiles in the 
county than the last prewar 
year. 

Many Autos Overaged. 

Many automobiles in operation 
today are in poor mechanical con- 
dition, with the age of the ve- 
hicles now averaging eight years 
as compared to four years in 
1941, Miller said.

It's been a long, long time since 
baseball has had a ball club as hot 
as the Red Sox of Joe Cronin, who 
will make their 1946 bow at 
Sportsman’s Park tonight, if the 
weather clears. The Boston 
sluggers have suffered only five 
defeats in 28 games played and 
are five and a half games ahead 
of the Yankees. Although the sea- 
son is only a month old, the 
Browns trail the amazing Sox by 
10% games and the last place 
Athletics are 15% games behind. 

A devastating attack has been 
the outstanding factor in the 
success of the Red Sox, but a club 
can’t travel that fast on one 
wheel. There has been excellent 
pitching at times, too, and a stout 
defense.

They’ll insist that 
if you care to see a real second 
base combination, have a gander 
at Bobby Doerr and Johnny 
Pesky. 

Yanks Just Another Team. 

The Browns have had more luck 
with the Yankees than in compe- 
tition with the Red Sox this sea- 
son. At Fenway Park, Boston, 
Luke Sewell's men dropped three 
straight games, althougiu the de- 
feats were not at all one-sided and 
easily might have gone the other 
way, ali three games. In con- 
trast the Browns gained an even 
break in two games at Yankee 
Stadium and repeated in the two- 
ply series here. 

In the second and final game of 
the series with the men of Joe Mc- 
Carthy yesterday afternoon, the 
Browns were a dream team. That 
is, they had everything that their 
fondest admirers hoped and 
dreamed they would have. They 
had brilliant pitching by a young 
member of the hurling staff. They 
had brilliance in the field and 
their attack was a crushing thing.

The inventory, which is designed 
to be indicative of trends rather 
than an accurate count, showed 
that all game ducks suffered losses 
with the exception of black duck 
and blue-winged teal. There were 
gains in Canada and white-fronted 
geese, but losses in other species. 
Sales of duck stamps, required 
to be bought by all hunters more 
than 16 years old, were reported as 
1,686,368 for the nine-month period 
ended. last March 31. Total sales 
of the previous 12-month period 
were 1,487,029.

However, the reductions made 
or announced so far this year will 
mean a savings in future interest 
amounting to $145,000,000 a year. 

This was assured by a Treasury 
announcement yesterday that an- 
other $3,854,500,000 will be retired 
during June by cash redemption 
of maturing Government secur- 
ities. 

The order brings to about $10,- 
212,000,000 the debt retirement ac- 
complished or projected for March 
1-June 15, compared with a $9,- 
297,000,000 reduction between the 
close of fiscal 1919 and 1930. 

The . March-June payoff will 
drive the debt down to the vicinity 
of $269,000,000,000, a reduction of 
about 4 per cent from the record 
high of Feb. 28. 

The ll-year reductions after the 
last war dropped the debt from 
$25,482,000,000 on June 30, 1919, to 
$16,185,000,000 on June 30, 1930, a 
reduction of more than 35 per 
cent.

“The Catholic clergy of Yugo- 
slavia as well as the priests of 
other religious denominations are 
not hindered in the performance 
of their duties. So far, the state 
has not opposed them, nor will it 
do so. There is religious freedom 
in the country. Neither in the 
constitution nor in any law is 
there any obstacle to the practice 
of any confession. 

“The state will act against some 
priests or groups of priests who 
are in the opposition or who cre 
ate obstacles to the natural de- 
velopment of the country.”

tery which surrounds Tito person- 
ally, particularly abroad. 
“Marshal, you have been known 
in public life only a short time,” 
I ventured. “For many years you 
worked illegally and underground.

“You should 
have been here 10 days ago when 
peasants from my native village 
(Klanjec) were here in this room 
to greet me.

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U.S. SUES NICKEL COMBINE 
UNDER ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Charges Canadian Firm and New York Sub- 
sidiary With Monopoly and Cartel Deals 
With Germans, French. 


NEW YORK, May 16 (AP)— 
The Government filed in United 
States District Court today a civil 
complaint charging a Canadian 
nickel company, its New York 


City subsidiary and three offjcers 
of the firms with violation of anti- 
trust laws in connection with the 
importation, manufacture, distri- 
bution and sale of nickel ores, 
nickel and nickel products. 

The firms, described by the Gov- 
ernment as the world’s largest 
producers of nickel, are the Inter- 
national Nickel Co. of Canada, 
Ltd., and its subsidiary, the Inter- 
national Nickel Co., Inc.  Indi- 
viduals named were Robert C. 
Stanley, John F. Thompson and 
Paul D. Merica—president, execu- 
tive vice president and vice pres- 
ident, respectively, of both com- 


j panies 


The anti-tmust division of the 
Department of Justice charged 
the firms preserved a monopoly 
position by cartel agreements with 
French and German competitors, 
including the I. G, Farben indus- 
tries of Germany. 


Purpose of Suit. 


Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
said in a statement made public 
here: 

“This case is among the most 
important in our anti-trust pro- 
gram for eliminating restraints 
and monopolies in basic indus- 
tries. The complaint charges that 
the defendants conspired to re- 
strain trade in and monopolized 
the nickel industry in violation 
of the Sherman Act. 

“It alleges that they have mo- 
nopolized the business of import- 
ing commercial nicke! and nickel 
ores into the United States; have 
monopolized the manufacture, dis- 
tribution and sale of nickel and 
nickel products in this country, 
and have preserved their monopo- 
ly position by cartel agregment 
with French and German competi- 
tors.” 

The suit seeks complete separa- 


tion of the business of the Cana- 
dian corporation and its Amer- 
ican subsidiary, and asks that a 
plan be formulated by the court 
for redistributing the assets of 
the firms to destroy their alleged 
monopoly, to prevent a continua- 


tion of alleged trade restraints | 
and to open the nickel industry | 


in the United States to competi- 
tion. 

Wendell Berge, assistant Attor- 
ney General in charge of the anti- 
trust division, said in a state- 
ment: 


r “Because nickel alloys are used 


in‘so many products, the restraints 
charged in this suit directly af- 
fect governmental operations and 
the business and home life of the 
average American citizen.” 

The complaint said the United 
States, while the largest manufac- 
turer of industrial products con- 
taining nickel and the world’s 
largest consumer of commercial 
nickel and nickel products, was 
almost entirely dependent on im- 
ports for its nickel, the greatest 
source being Canada. 


Manager Replies to Charges. 


In Copper Cliff, Ont., R. L. 
Beattie, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of Internationa} 
Nickel Co. of Canada, said, “the 
complaint seems to be that be- 
cause the nickel we mine in the 
Dominion is purchased by a large 
percentage of United States nickel 
users, our company is to be 
classed as a monopoly illegal un- 
der United States law. 


“Our nickel is in active com- 
petition with the production of 
other producers, including that of 
the United States Government it- 
self from the Cuban deposits, and 
also it is in competition with 
many other alloying elements. The 
prices we have charged in the 
United States have been so low as 
to require the United States Gov- 
ernment to give during the war 
substantial subsidies to our com- 
petitors.”

ATISFACTORY food prepara- 

tion starts long before the food 

gets into the kitchen. We can 
use the veal bird recipe offered 
today to prove our point, Just any 
cut of veal won't do. The best 
cut for making the handsomest 
“birds” is veal round steak. The 
reason is that such slices have 
the largest area of meat and a 
minimum of bone from which one 
can obtain enough meat to serve 
for the making of two birds, 
iso pee emg og such steak, it is 
a plan to tell the butcher 
just what you are buying the 
meat for and that you ll ap- 
preciate having the slices cut as 
whole as possible and of uniform 
thickness. Since the veal leg con- 
tains smal] bands of muscles with 
considerable connective tissue be- 
tween, the muscles separate easily 
and widely in the sliced steak. 


This nature of the steak calls 
for care when dividing it into 
portions so that each will hold 
together as well as they can when 
wrapped around the stuffing. And 
when wrapped, the soft flabby 
meat will need to be held together 
with several windings of twin, In 
the slow rich browning. of the 
birds, this carefulness must con- 
tinue by turning the birds over 
gently. Just as soon as browning 
is accomplished, the meat becomes 
firm enough to hold tightly to- 
gether. By simmering these in- 
teresting stuffed arrangements in 
a minimum of water, the tough 
connective tissue dissolves and the 
meat becomes tender and deli- 
cious, In fact as good to eat as 
the best of stuffed chicken. There 
should be just enough liquid left 
at the finish of the process to 
serve for enough luscious gravy 
over the birds or the potatoes 
which accompany the birds. 


Veal Birds. 


One egg, beaten, one-half cu 
milk, three-fourths teaspoon sa! 

pper, one-eighth teaspoon poul- 
ry seasoning, five slices eight-day- 
old bread (two and one-half cups, 
cubed), two tablespoons chopped 
green onion, two tablespoons 
chopped celery, one slice bacon, 
cut into bits, one and one-half Ibs. 
veal steak, sliced thin, three table- 
oe drippings, one to 1% cups 
water. 


Combine egg, milk and season- 
ings and add bread cubes. Saute 
onion, celery and bacon for 3 
minutes, stirring occasionally, Add 
to the softened bread. Cut veal 
into serving pieces, approximately 
four and one-half inches square. 
Spoon filling onto each piece, roll 
up and fasten with tooth picks. 
Brown on all sides in the drip- 
ping, cover and simmer for one 
to one and one-half hours until 
veal is very tender. Any left-over 
filling may be added to pan and 
browned with the meat. Add a 
small amount of water at a time, 


each time allowing water to cook 


down to form a brownish residue 
in the pan before adding addi- 
tional. Gravy may be thickened 
if desired. Four servings.
